SAIGON (Kyodo-Reuter)—Saigon will be the 
scene “of the biggest international conference in its}> =) | 
history when Colombo Plan ministers begin five days | 
of discussions on the economic position of Southern 


Asia here Monday. 

Three nations—Australia, New 
Zealand and Indonesia—wil! be 
represented by foreign ministers 
and Japan by Deputy Prime 
Minister Mitsujiro Ishii. 


Many other nations are send- 
ing finance ministers. 

The conference will be opened 
by President Ngo Dinh Diem of 
South Vietnam. 

The conference was seen as 
an event of considerable dip- 
lomatic importance to the 
young republic which comprises 
the southern part of divided 
Vietnam. 

It will be welcoming a num- 
ber of neutral nations. 

it will also be host to ore 
nation—Burma—with which it 
has:no diplomatic relations. 

The conference is in itself an 
example of Colombo Plan coop- 
eration. Australia, New Zealand 
and Britain have helped staff 
the secretariat to bolster the 
number of English-speaking of- 
ficials in charge of conference 
arrangements, 

it was learned Saturday from 
official sources that Pakistan 
and Japan, two other nations 
which had offered to be host 
nations for the conference, had 
stood down in favor of South 
Vietnam. 

The Colombo Plan delegates 
from 21 countries and_ territo- 
ries will study plans on the eco- 
nomic development of the re- 
gion which have been drawn 
up by committees. of officials 
during the past two weeks, 

With these documents, donor 
nations are expected to decide 
how they can aid the peoples, of 


the South and Southeast Asian 


regions stretching from Pakis- 
tan to the Philippines who com- 
prise a quarter of the world’s 
population. 3 

The donor nations are Aus- 
tralia, Canada, Japan, 


States, 
The fact that the Colombo 
Plan still has the enthusiastic 
Support of Asian nations was 
stressed by R. Coomaraswamy 
of Ceylon, who has attended ail 
meetings since the. original 
meeting in Colombo in 1950, 

He said Saturday: “The Colom- 
bo Plan gives us what we 
Want and the way we want it.” 

The delegates will this year 
be welcoming a new member— 
the Federation of Malaya which 
won its independence from Brit- 
ain Aug. 31. Malaya will be 
represented by Education Min- 
ister Inche Khair. Johari, 

Delegates cescribea the Indi- 
an report on problems and set- 
backs in its secona five-year 
plan as the most important docu- 
ment to be submitted to the 
conference. 

The report said the Indian 
economy had shown “signs of 


considerable strain” during the 


first year of the plan and de-

Some sources reported that in 
committee discussions British 
and United States delegates had 
advised India the scheme was 
too ambitious. 

But this was denied by an 
Indian delegate S. S. Marathe, 
who said donor nations had only

Delegates said Pakistan had 
also reported economic strains 
because of a deterioration in 
food production last year. 

The Pakistanis had said Colom- 
bo Plan help in stepping up 
food production would be wel- 
come. : 

The Philippines had reported 


on its five-year economic and| 


social development program 
which was designed to cure 
under-production, unemploy- 


ment and a balance of payments 
problem, the delegates said. 

The Indonesians had stated 
that under their five-year plan 
they hoped to eliminate the 
need of rice imports by 1960, 

Thailand had reported its 
agricultural production had con- 
tinued to expand throughout 
last year and the economic 
situation showed some improve- 
ment. 

Malaya presented its five-year 
development plan for study, ac- 
cording to delegates. They said 
the plan covered a total capital 
expenditure of about 1,138 mil- 
lion Malayan dollars and repre- 
sented the framework for the 
economic development of the 


country to 1960,

Ishii Ready 
To Discuss 
Contribution 


SAIGON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
Japanese Deputy Prime Minister 
Mitsujiro Ishii said here Satur- 
day night that he would dis- 
cuss Japan’s contribution to 
economic development of Asian 
countries under the Colombo 
Plan at the Colombo Plan con- 
ference here next .week, 

He added soon after his ar- 
rival: “Japan highly desires to 
contribute to the development 
of Asian countries in the frame- 
work of the Colombo Plan for 
peace, progress and prosperity 
of international society. 

“It is in that sense that I shall 
express the intentions of the 
Japanese Government at the 
Colombo Plan consultative com- 
mittee.” 

Sources close to Ishii said he 
would formally discuss Japan's 
Asian development fund project 
outside the conference. 

Australia’s External Affairs 
Minister Richard Casey arrived 
on the same plane as Ishii from 
Manila. 

A number of delegates said 
they would be interested in dis- 
cussing the Asian fund with 
Ishii. 

But according to Japanese 
sources, the scheme Japan is 
now putting forward is really a 
cutback from the original 
scheme of Prime Minister Kishi. 

Germany was the only West- 
ern nation which so far had an- 
nounced it was willing to put 
capital up for the scheme al- 
though Switzerland might do 


The United States definitely 
was not interested at least this 
year. ~ 

Japan would put $15 million 
up for the scheme. 

As the total initial capital was 
unlikely to exceed $30 or $40 
million the idea of providing 
long-term, low-interest loans for 
Asian development would have 
to be abandoned fgr the time 
being, the sources said, 

The fund would concentrate 
on short-term joans for financ- 
ing Asian harvests and setting 
up consultant centers in the 
Asian region for investigating 
the merits of- various develop- 
ment projects. 

The World Bank and Ameri- 
can aid agencies would be ap- 
proached for finance for indi- 
vidual projects.

October 24, marking the date of effectivation of the U.N, 
Charter 12 years ago, was designated as U.N. Day after Japan's 


admission to the organization. 
The day is expected to be Cele- 
brated throughout the country 
with warious events sponsored 
by all local branches of the 
Japan U.N. Association, 


Fujiyama reminded the nation 
in his message that the purpose 
of the international organization | 


“Save succeeding generations 
from the scourge of war” by 
maintaining international peace 
and security and promoting eco- 


the world. 

It has been proved in the past 
12 years, Fujiyama said, that 
the organization is indispensable 
to international society. 


Japan ran for membership in 
the Security Council for no 
other reason than that it was 
eager to do its part in securing 
peace in the world, especially in 
Asia, through the U.N., Fuji- 
yama said, 


Now that Japan is seated in 
the Council, the Foreign Minis- 
ter went on, it should redouble 
its efforts for the objective. In 
this connection, he said, it is of 
great significance for Japan to 
observe U.N. Day to deepen the 
understanding -of the world 
body and tc renew its efforts for 
securing international peace 
and welfare of humanity. 


Referring to the successful 
launching of an earth satellite 
by the Soviet Union, Fujiyama 
pointed out that man’s. intellig- 
ence has even reached into out- 
er space, but the development 
of science, on the other hand, 
has also resulted in the produc- 
tion of more destructive weap- 


ons. 

He said that further efforts 
should be made to exploit atom- 
ic energy and added that the 
“U.N, faces a great task to con- 
fine such development to peace- 
ful purposes.”

Understandably, the Govern-

In a broadcast beamed to 
North America after the feelers 
for a “summit” conference were 
rebuffed, Moscow Radio claimed 
the forthcoming Eiserthower- 
Macmillan talks were triggered 
by “two setbacks” to U.S, for- 
eign ee 

A Moscow commentator said 
one of these alleged “setbacks” 
concerns the “United States’ gen- 
eral plan for leadership of the 
Western world, the other im- 
plementation of its plans for the 
Near and Middle East.” 

The other major problem be-

Kyoto Jidai Mat 
History Will March Past 


In Brilliant Procession 


The annual Jidal Matsuri 
festival of the Heian Shrine 
in Kyoto will be held tomor- 
row as some 2,600 persons 
dressed in colorful costumes of 
all ages In the history of Kyoto 
join in a fantastic procession 
through the. streets of the 
ancient capital, 


Jidal Matsuri, translated as 
the festival of ages, is counted 
as one of the three greatest 
fetes of Kyoto. 


This year it will feature the 
elaborate garments of Yodogi- 
mi, Toyotomi Hideyori, and Yo- 
shino Tayu and others which 
have been authenticated by spe- 
cialists on historical costumes, 
Ema Tsutomu, Inokuma Kane- 
shige and Kampo Yoshikawa of 
Kyoto after three years of ex- 
haustive studies, 


The procession this year is 
expected to draw the largest 
crowd in the history of the 
festival, for about 1,000 Japa- 
nese and foreign scientists at- 
tending the International Sym- 
posium on Enzyme Chemistry 
which opened in Kyoto today 
plan to watch the procession, 


Origin of Festival 


Kyoto city celebrated In 1895 
the 1,100th anniversary of 
founding the capital in Kyoto. 
The Heian Shrine was then 
built, modeled after the orig- 
inal administration hall of the 
Emperor Kammu who had 
moved his capital from Naga- 
oka to Kyoto. It was dedicat- 
ed to this Emperor and Em- 
peror Komei who was the last 
to rule in Kyoto. Simce then, 
the Jidai Matsuri has been ob- 


served annually on Oct. 22. The 


procession this year consists of 
13 groups, each representing an 
outstanding event in the vari- 
ous periods of the 1,100-year 
history of Kyoto while it was 
the capital of Japan. 

The curtain of the festival 
will be raised at 7 a.m., tomor- 
row when “Shinko-sai” (rite of 
deities’. journey) is begun in the 
shrine. At 9 a.m., the proces- 
sion marches west along Nijo 
St., north along Teramachi St., 
west along Marutamachi St., 
and arrives at the “Gosho” 
(the Kyoto Old Imperial Pal- 
ace) before noon. 

The afternoon procession 
starts from the Sakai-machi 
gate of the palace on Maruta- 
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machi §t., south along Karasu- 
maru 5St., east along Shijo 8t., 
north along Kawaramachi St., 
east along Sanjo S&8t., north 
along Jingu-michi (leading to 
the shrine from Sanjo St.) and 
arrives at the shrine at about 
5:30 p.m, 


Order of Procession 


Heading the colorful and his- 
toric procession will be a com 
pany of mountain fighters, 

While the bloody work of re- 
establishing imperial sovereign- 
ty was under way at the time 
of the Melji Restoration (1868), 
the farmers of Tamba Province 
volunteered to form a company 
of mountain fighters. The 
joined the royal cause to quell 
the die-hard remnants of the 
pro-shogun followers who had 
entrenched themselves in the 
eg ih section of Hon- 
shu, 

Two mounted orderiies lead 
this group, followed by the two 
imperial flags of the moon and 
sun and a flag of the company, 
and then by the chief of staff 
and the commanding general on 
horseback, The last mounted 
Officer is the quartermaster who 
is followed by ammunition case 
carriers and a mounted rear- 
guard. 

Next comes a procession of 
the Tokugawa shogun's deputy, 
as people might have seen it 
in the Yedo period (1615-1867). 

The Tokugawa shogun sent 
his deputy to the Emperor in 
Kyoto, the nominal ruler of 
Japan, on occasions of important 
imperial functions such as the 
New Year ceremony, coronation, 
ete. His deputy was chosen 
from his blood relatives or his 
trusted feudal lords. The spe- 
cial feature of this group is that 
long spears are tossed from one 
carrier to another while walk- 
ing. The shogun’s deputy rides 
behind his palanquin. 


Ladies of Yedo Period 


Following the deputy will be a 
group of women from the Yedo 
period, noted for their beauty 
and culture. Among them are: 

Kazu-no-Miya (Princess Kazu) 
(1846-1877) who was the sister 
of the Emperor Komei (1831- 
1866), and was made a political 
toy of the time. The shogunate 
followers were trying desper- 
ately to organize an emperor-

Later 
she came to Kyoto and soon 
geined a reputation for her 
beautiful performance of Nen- 
butsu Odori (the Dance of Bud- 
dhist Prayer). 


Powerful War Lords 


Procession spectators are next 
taken a step back into history 
to the Azuchi-Momoyama period 
(1576-1598). There is a repre 
sentation of the great war lord 
Toyotomi Hideyoshi and his son 
on their way to an audience 
with the emperor in September 
1597 right after his son had 
celebrated the ceremony of 
reaching manhood by shaving 
his forelock. The ox-drawn Car- 
riage is for th: war lord and 
his son. It is proceeded by 
three mounted feudal lords and 
is followed by two more. 

The war lord Oda Nobunaga 
who in response to the em- 
peror’s request for help, came 
with his army to Kyoto in 
September 1568 to quell the 
Onin. Civil War (1467-1477) is 
also seen, 

The leading mounted warrior 
is the emperor's messenger sent 
to the eastern entrance of Kyo- 
to to welcome the war lord. 
Next comes Hideyoshi who 
served under this war lord un- 
til the latter was killed. 

The Muromachi period (1393- 
1573) is represented by the

TICKER TALK 


The new developments in the 
Near East played a major role 
last week in checking the sharp 
downslide and market observers 
at the weekend opined that un-

How Claim From N.Y. 
Passed to Manufacturer 


By KIYOSHI MORII 


(The following is the last of a 
series of 20 articles. The cases cited 
in the series have all occurred in 
the past year. They are admittedly 
extreme cases. That the majority 
of trading firms here and abroad 
are doing business honestly and 
scrupulously goes without saying. 
The motive which prompted the 
publication of such extreme cases 
is the fact that the victims who 
have suffered through inadvertence 
or inexperience have hesitated to 
make their unfortunate experiences 
known to the public, probably for 
fear of looking foolish in the eyes 
of their confreres. Since similar 
cases are still cropping up, it is 
hoped that the stories published 
may serve as a reminder that, in 
foreign trade, as in other fields of 
business, there are pitfalls to be 
circumvented. Kiyoshi Morii, the 
author, is a member of the Foreign 
Dept., Osaka Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry, where he takes charge 
of trade claims.—Ed.) 


Morality demands that a 
claim (a demand for compen- 
sation for a loss) should not &x- 
ceed the loss the claimant has 
actually suffered. 


In foreign trade, an exporter 
is often unable to determine the 
validity of a claim from a buyer 
because the goods involved are 
in’the hands of the buyer thou- 
sands of miles away. 


When an exporter gets a 
claim, he always has recourse 
to the manufacturer who had 
supplied the goods—unless the 
claim has to do with the export- 
er’s own fault. 

An exporter can, if he chooses 
to do so, pad a claim from a 
buyer abroad when he presents 
it to the manufacturer. The lat- 
ter, through ignorance of for- 
eign trade practices or condi- 
tions in the country of origin 
of the claim, may be wheedled 
into paying the padded claim 
and letting the exporter pocket 
the difference. Here is a case 
in point. 

Deal in Pearls 

A sundries export firm ship- 
ped ¥2,000,000 worth of imita- 
tion jewelry to New York. The 
shipment had to be made at 
short notice considering the 
quantity involved, but the ex- 
porter prodded the manufactur- 
er to the utmost speed and was 
able to ship on time. 

On arrival of the goods in 
New York, the exporter receiv- 


ed a stiff letter of complaint 
from the buyer about quality. 
The buyer also sent three 
strings of pearls as representa- 
tive samples of the bad pearls 
in the shipment. 

The three strands were certain- 
ly bad enough to command no 
value, but since imitation pearls 
are handmade goods, a percent- 
age of bad ones get into any 
given lot, especially in a lot of 
1,500 dozen strings, which was 
the quantity involved. 

The buyer demanded a 50 per 
cent price reduction, but 5, 
manager of the export firm, 
knew by long experience that 
a buyer could not lose more 
than 10 per cent or, at most, 
20; that when a buyer demand- 
ed a 30 per cent price cut, he 
had actually made no loss, S. 
had never paid a claim in ex- 
cess of 30 per cent of the price. 
S. would have held off having 
recourse to the manufacturer 
and written back to New York 
that he considered the claim 
unreasonable, But an idea flash- 
ed across his mind. 

Manufacturer Pays 


He submitted the claim to the 
manufacturer together with the 
three strands. The manufactur- 
er readily admitted that’ those 
pearis were bad. Pfessed for 
time in which to deliver the 
goods, he frankly admitted, he 
had not been thorough in his 
inspection of the goods before 
shipment. Charmed by S's per- 
suasive talk, the manufacturer 
swallowed the 50 per cent claim 
for the sake of future orders 
and paid ¥1,000,000 in cash to S. 

With this money as capital 
S. turned loan shark. He lent 
it out at the high interest rate 
of 5 per cent per month. Mean- 
while, he bargained with the 
New York buyer for six long 
months by dilly-dallying tactics 
and succeeded in talking him 
into settling for 10 per cent. 

By this time he had made 
¥300,000 in interest. This, with 
the ¥1,000,000 in principal, made 
¥1,300,000 in his hands. Out of 
this he remitted ¥200,000 to 
New York in payment of the 10 
per cent claim. With the other 
¥1,100,000 he bought a second- 
hand home in a suburban area 
and ended his long life as a 
tenant-house dweller.

particularly to velveteens. But 
it tends to reflect on the sys- 
tem as a whole. — 


Exporters here have asserted 
up to now that most or all of 
the transshipment business is 
plotted by the American custom- 
er—that firms here comply with 
bona fide orders to ship goods 
to, say, Hongkong or Holland; 
and the goods are subsequently 
diverted by the buyer to the 
U.S. Now the charge is made, 
and apparently documented, in 
New York, that Japanese ex- 
porters are openly offering 
transshipments with the speci- 
fic intent of evading the quota 
regulations. 


It should be noted that goods 
which are transshipped are not 
disguised as to country of ori- 
gin. They clearly. enter the U.S. 
as “made in Japan,” and are so 
counted for statistical purposes. 
The U.S. does not have an im- 
port quota; but the import data 
are made public. 


Velveteen Shipments 


In the six-week period from 
Aug. 1 to Sept. 17, some 401,000 
yards of Japanese velveteen 
entered the U.S, from Holland. 
In all, about 500,000 yards have 
gone by that route this year. 
A little over 2,000,000 yards 
were shipped from Japan to the 
U.S. directly up to Sept. 1. The 
quota for the year is 2,500,000 
yards. 

The cotton textile exporters 
association and the Japanese 
Government some time ago be- 
came aware of the transship- 
ment business in various fabric 
and apparel items under quota, 
and have taken some prelimi- 
nary steps to trace and punish 
offenders. 

This is difficult. The basis 
for such measures must be (1) 
the presumption that, after al- 
lowing for normal growth, 4 
sudden increase in shipments of 
quota-controlled goods to a third 
country may be destined for 
transshipment to the U.S; and 
(2) landing certificates must be 
shown to prove that goods so 
shipped from Japan actually 
clear customs in the country of 
destination named on the export 
license, 

Simple though these measures 
sound, they are difficult to de- 
sign, follow through and en- 
force, Yet the Government and 
the association are on record 
as determined to carry them 
through. 

Quota Observance Sought 


There is no doubt that the 
Government and the industry, 
in an organized sense, want to 
avoid further “trouble” by 
sticking to the quota agreement 
closely. There is no doubt, either, 
that individual sharp operators 
on both sides of the water make 
a specialty of finding “holes in 
regulations. As Boon as &@ new 
regulation is devised to plug the 
hole, a néw hole is found in the 
new regulation. The mounting 
pyramid of regulations entails 
more and more Government and

j there is some wage concession 


made by the management, these 
seamen pian to go on strike from 
next Saturday, tving up a num- 
ber of ships, Chairman Hisashi 
Kageyama of the All Japan Sea- 
men’s Union, said late last 
week. These seamen belong to 
the union, ‘Since the majority 
of Japanese ocean-going liners 
usually depart from Japanese 
ports at the end of the month, 
it is feared that a number of 
ships will be affected.

The commission agreed to ask 
the Japan-Thailand Freight Con- 
ference to take swift action to 
solve the issue over the under- 
quoting being resorted to by a 
nonconference shipping line to 
gain conference membership, 
the commission member § said. 
He explained that such under- 
quoting had placed the contract 
shippers at a disadvantage in 
transactions. The commission 
decided to ask the Japan Home-

Twelve Japanese’ shipping 
companies hope to build a total 
of 29 ocean-going dry cargoliners 
under the Government-aided 
program for fiscal year 1958, 
they reported to the Transport- 
ation Ministry last week. The 
gross tonnage of the 29 ships 
is 258,600 tons, Fifteen vessels 
of that total are intended for 
the Japan-New York service, al- 
though one or two of the 15 ves- 
sels may be assigned to the 
Japan-Europe service. The sizes 
of ships range from 4,500 to 
10,100 gross tons with all the 
vessels. except two (4,500 tons 
each) being of 8,000 tons or 
above, In the number of ships 
planned by individual shipping 
companies, Nippon Yusen Kai- 
sha ranked top with five ships; 
followed by Osaka Shosen Kai- 
sha and Mitsui Steamship each 
with four vessels. A 9,500 gross- 
ton ship equipped with a 13,000 
BHP diesel main engine contem- 
plated by Daido Kaiun stands 
out among all the ships. 

The shipbuilding plans of the 
12 companies are, in outline: 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha: Five 
ships—three 9,400 gross-ton ves- 
sels, equipped with a 12,000 BHP 
diesel main engine, and intend- 
ed for the Europe service; two 
8,400-ton vessels, equipped with 
a 6,500 BHP diesel main engine, 
and designed for the South 
America run, 
Kaisha: Four ships—three 9,450 
gross-ton vessels, equipped with 
a 12,000 BHP diesel main eng- 
ine, and intended for the New 
York run; one 10,100-ton em- 
igration vessel, equipped with a 
9,000 BHP diesel main engine, 
and designec for the South 
America service. Mitsui Steam-

Osaka Shosen |: 
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Speculators 
In Sterling — 
Get Lesson | 


LONDON  (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
People who were blithely specu- 
lating against sterling in August 
and September were in a nasty 
quandary at the weekend. 


Instead of their expected sure 
profits they faced nasty losses. 
Middle ‘Eastern alarms have 
mitigated the losses only very 
slightly—far less than they 
would have done at any pre- 
vious time in recent years. 


So the speculators have to de- 
cide whether to cut their pres- 
ent losses, by buying sterling 
from the Bank of England, or to 
run them in the hope of making 
it double or quits at a time when 
the odds are against them. 4 


Their day of reckoning is lite- 
rally at hand, settlement day for 
some important forward deals 
opened during the run on ster 
ling in August and September 
comes on Monday, for others 
there are settlement days from 
this week onward, almost up to 
Christmas. 

New Danger 


A new danger to the specula- 
tors was talked about in for- 
eign-exchange markets last 
week. If the Bank of England 
ever decided to let sterling go 
through its present roof of $2.82, 
speculators would be in peril 
of unlimited instead of limited 
losses. Their already serious 
losses might be more than doubl- 
ed. They could become ruin- 
ous, 

Insofar as such an institution 
can have a view or have fun, 
the Bank of England probably 
could not care less what deci- 
sion the speculators take, and 
it is probably having a lot of 
quiet fun. 

In the past two weeks the 
bank is believed to have been 
gaining money even faster than 
it was losing money in August 
and September. At the height 
of the Middle Eastern. uncer- 
tainties on Thursday and Friday 
it still appeared to be gaining 
German marks. 

So far, of course, its gains 
have not been going on nearly 
so long as its losses, which last- 
ed nearly six weeks, from the 
devaluation of the French franc 
on Aug. 10 to the dramatic rise 
of the British bank rate on 
Sept. 19. 

As it is not short of money, 
it might well prefer the specula- 
tors to incur the costs of ex- 
tending,.so as to enlarge their 
losses and teach them a smar- 
ter lesson for another time. 


Collapse Averted 


As one high foreign-exchange 
expert put it Saturday, it would 
be better for the world if the 
speculators got a deep. wound 
rather than a scar. is may 
not sound very charitable but 
it has to be remembered that, if 
Britain had not taken her dras- 
tic measures of Sept. 19, specula- 
tors against sterling could have 
brought the international fin- 
ancial system within perhaps a 
fortnight of collapse. 


It is not possible to foresee 
what decision the British au- 
thorities would take about let 
ting sterling go through the 
roof, if the situation arose. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer’s re- 
peated assurance of no widening 
of sterling’s margins was intend- 
ed as an assurance of no de- 
valuation by lowering the floor. 

Nobody at that time was 
thinking about the ceiling, spe- 
culators can hardly count on it 
as a promise that Britain will 
always be willing to provide 
them with a limit to the cost of 
their error. 


Brazilian Project 
May Be Licensed 


The long-pending Japan-Brazil 
joint project to build an iron 
mill in the Brazilian State of 
Minas Gerais is expected to be 
licensed by Brazilian President 
Juscelino Kubitschek by the 
end of the month, according to 
circles close to the Federation 
of Economic Organizations 
(Keidanren) quoted by Kyodo. 

They said this prospect was 
recently reported by the Japa- 
nese Embassy in Brazil to the 
Foreign Office. : 

The Brazilian President is ex- 
pected to okay a contract signed 
last July in Rio de Janeiro be- 
tweerf a Keidanren delegation 
and Brazilian businessmen, A 
Brazilian committee for the 
project has been blueprinting 
the proposed mill for President- 
jal approval. 

Japanese iron-steel and. ma- 
chinery industries will now set 
about the establishment of an 
investment firm and_ prepara- 
tions to receive Brazilian tech- 
nicians for training in Japan for 
the project.

tions on a ministerial level will open in Saigon today 
following a series of discussions by officials and experts 


earlier this month. 


Japan is one of the donor nations under the plan, 
and hopes next year to make a larger contribution to its 
operations and also possibly to have the next annual meet- 


ing held in Tokyo. 


-*-€ooperation within the chosen area has brought about 
a distinct improvement in economic conditions there during 
the last few years, and it is hoped that in the near future 
the plan will prove still more fruitful. It is realized that 
there are still great needs and therefore great opportunities 


for the development of its beneficient work. 
-. “fhe Colombo Plan is not a highly centralized master 


plan. It may be better described as a cooperative scheme 
between well developed countries and less developed ones 
in which the former help the latter by endeavoring-to pro- 
Vide-investment funds and equipment for their develop- 
ment programs. Each country concerned prepares and 
carries out its own program, but they all have the benefit 
of consulting with one another and with the donor states 
through a consultative committee. This committee com- 


prises the Foreign Ministers 
supervises the work of the 


of the member nations, and 
Colombo Plan as a whole. 


The International Bank for Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment and the: Economic Commission for Asia and the Far 


East maintain close liaison 


with the committee. 


The great problem has been, and still is, to increase 
the capital equipment of the countries in the area concerned 
in order not only to keep pace with the growth of popula- 


tion—some 10 million souls 


annually—but also, through 


increased production per capita, to permit a rise in the 
level of consumption. As plans were devised, it was quick- 
ly discovered that most of the countries lacked sufficient

dividual countries. 


These separate plans are discussed 


and eommented upon by all the members, it is true, but 
each country can, and does, act upon its own responsibility. / 


Economic planning has become a complicated business 
in this postwar age, but never before has the conviction 
that it is the duty of the more prosperous nations to aid 
Atheir less fortunate neighbors been so firmly implanted in 
the minds of statesmen and governments. The old laissez 


faire notions in the conduct of in 


rnational relations have 


been rightly replaced by a “help-your-neighbor” attitude 
which, in such organizations as the Colombo Plan, is bring- 


ing forth much good fruit. 


There seems no reason why 


this sort of plan should not be extended and schemes of 
general international helpfulness organized in every part 


of the world. | 


. In Asia the need is perhaps greater than anywhere 
else because here we are faced with a number of coun- 
tries that for centuries have had an almost entirely agri- 
cultural economy but which now desire to turn to indus- 
trialism and the superior standards of living which thistean 
afford. The changeover cannot be the work of a few 
months or even years; it involves a long and somewhat 
painful upward climb because out of purely agricultural 
resources capital is hard to accumulate. All the help that 
can be given in this process should be given wherever 
and whenever it is possible. But there must be no political 
pressures accompanying such aid. It is in this respect 
that the Colombo Plan can be hailed as completely taint-

What McCarthyism did to 
the inner confidence of Amer?

They have been promised a 
greater degree of autonomy in 
line with the relaxation of “po- 
lice rule” which followed the 
death of Stalin, and it is true 
that the control of the Kremlin 
over the internal affairs of the 
republics, and particularly over 
their economic and industrial 
systems, has been slightly relax- 
ed for purposes of administra- 
tion. : 

Does this mean that the re- 
publics have any prospect of 
greater political autonomy than 
in the past? Not at all, 

Khrushchev himself has some- 
times paid lip service to the 
ideal of a more flexible and less 
high-y centralized system. One 
of the charges brought against 
-is political opponents of the 
“Old Guard” — Molotov,. Kaga- 
novich and Malenkov—whom he 
narrowly defeated, according to 
the latest reports, with the help 
of an emergency “air-lift” of 
scattered Central Committee 
delegates organized by the De- 
fense Minister, Marshal Zhukov, 
was that they opposed his plans 
for the republics and tried to 
defeat them by underground 
means. 

The intervention of Zhukov, 
incidentally, shows that Khrush-

In order 
to fulfill the plan the metal pro- 
cessing factories produced large 
nails only, althcugh there was 
no demand for them. Small 
nails were therefore. in short 
supply everywhere, After the 
republic was allowed to plan 
the assortment of products of 
local industries itself, we quick- 
ly removed the shortage.” 

Even the Minister of Finance 
of the Soviet Union, Zverev, 
wrote in the official party jour- 
nal, “Kommunist,” as long ago 
as 1954: “There is still only an 
insignificant proportion of enter- 
prises and organizations undér 
the control of Republican Minis- 
triés.” 


Since then, as a matter of 
necessity, a number of Soviet 
Union ministries have been 
transformed into Union-Republi- 
can (regional) Ministries, and 
more than 10,000 enterprises 
have been transferred from So- 
viet Unfon control to that of 
the corresponding ministries in 
the union republics. A govern- 
ment decree dated May 30, 1957, 
transferred a further 3,500 in- 
dustries to republican manage- 
ment and made the republics 
solely responsible for road and 
river transport.

But he emphasized the sup- 
remacy of the centralized direc- 
tion of ‘industry as a whole, 
planning and finance, and he 
branded certain “regionalist ten- 
dencies” as “the desire to build 
up a closed economy inside an 
area of the Republic” and “to 
satisfy the local needs of the 
region territory or Republic to 
the prejudice of the develop- 
ment of industries”—the heavy 
war industries,. for instance— 
“having importance for the state 
as a whole.” In other words, 
Khrushehey swept away any 
rosy dreams the Republics 
might have of being allowed re- 
ally to manage their own af- 
fairs. 

Altogether, it is terribly clear 
that there can be no hope of 
effective independence for the 
republic without a reorganiza- 
tion of the whole structure of 
the Communist Party, which is 
essentially all-pervading and all- 
governing. This was foreseen 
as long ago as 1923 by a leading 
Georgian Communist, Makah- 
radze, who declared at the 12th
